U.N. Stages 
Rehearsal For 
Mass Exchange 


First of Rod-hold Pows 
To be Delivered to 
U.N. Comp Wednesday 


MUNSAN, Korea (*) — The Uni­ 
ted Nations Command staged an 
elaborate trial run today of the 
machinery which will speed 3,313 
Americans and other Allied pris­ 
oners of the Korean War home­ 
ward in a mass ex change starting 
Wednesday . 
One hundred and fifty Allied sol­ 
diers play ed the role of liberated 
POWs in the dress rehearsal and 
actually were mov ed from the ex ­ 
change point at Panmunjom to the 
port 
of 
Inchon, 
where 
United 
States—bound troop ships awaited 
the actual ex change. 
Allied a n d Communists Red 
Cross representativ es, meanwhile, 
cleared the way for the first joint 
inspection of North and South Ko­ 
rean prisoner camps. 
They 
signed 
an 
agreement— 
which a 
Red Cross spokesman 
said might make it possible for the 
60-man joint teams to get started 
Tuesday . The agreement allows 
the teams to v isit Red camps as 
far north as the Manchurian bor­ 
der. 
The Chinese Reds' Peiping radio 
said the first group of Communist- 
held POWs, including sick and 
wounded, was due Monday at Kae­ 
song, sev en miles north of Pan­ 
munjom, and a second group was

A Communist proposal to keep 
the 60-man joint teams out of the 
prisoner camps themselv es was 
flatly rejected by the U. N. Com­ 
mand. 
Fev erish preparations for the ex ­ 
change stirred ex citement at Mun- 
san. 
Gen. Max well D.Tay lor, com­ 
mander of the U. S. 8 th Army , 
watched the practice run at Free­ 
dom Village with a critical ey e. 
The Reds plan to return their 
prisoners at the rate of 400 a day . 
The U. N. Command already has 
mov ed the first of its 7 4,800 North 
Korean and Chinese captiv es to 
holding points '"near Munsan and 
Seoul. They will be turned ov er to 
the reds at a daily rate of 2.400

Some 2,400 other Chinese and 
North Korean captiv es were being 
loaded aboard landing craft near 
their camps at Koje and Cheju is­ 
lands Monday for shipment to In­ 
chon, where they will be trans­ 
ferred to trains for Panmunjom. 
Another 600 were due at Inchon 
Tuesday morning, while a special 
train was ordered at Pusan for 
330 sick and wounded South Ko­ 
reans due to leav e Koje Tuesday 
afternoon. 
Americans will get their first 
real taste of freedom at Freedom 
Village, South Koreans at Liberty 
Village and Birtish Commonwealth 
liberated prisoners at “ Camp Brit- 
tancia,’’ all near Munsan. 
At Freedom Village, the liber­ 
ated Americans will be serv ed cof­ 
fee and ice cream, get a DDT 
dusting, medical checkups, show­ 
ers, clothing, records processing 
and mail.

Night Cooling Attic

We look upon the m aterials and 
activities relating to alchol educa­ 
tion as enrichm ents of < o f), rath er

additions 
to.

existing 
curriculum . 
We consider that facts about al­ 
cohol and the problem s related to 
its use should be m ade a part of 
each pupil’s education, with due 
consideration of his m aturity, needs 
and capacities. 
We are inclined to insist that 
alcohol education m ust not use un­ 
proved statem ents, that is m ust 
not directly or by influence, en­ 
courage 
drinking 
am ong 
young 
people; that it m ust not interfere 
with the precept and exam ple of 
any good home; that it m ust not 
be directed at securing changes in 
the legal methods of control estab­ 
lished by the people of the state; 
and that it m ust not be considered 
a cam paign or a sensational a t­ 
tack in the nature of propaganda. 
We believe that alcohol education 
will aid children and youth to ap­ 
proach 
their

problems 
m ore adequately, and that it will 
utim ately reduce the problem s now

It is obvious from these points 
of view the problem m u st be a t­ 
tacked from tlu* standpoint of p re­ 
vention.

that the approach m ust be through 
the avenue of m ental health.

approxim ately 
half the hospital beds in the United 
States a re occupied by m ental p a­

w ere neuro-psychiatric 
cases, it becom es alarm ingly ob­ 
vious th a t emotional adjustm ent is 
the are a in which teachers m ust 
m ore 
and 
m ore 
concern them ­ 
selves. It is also the are a in which 
teachers can safely proceed with­ 
out too m uch specialized knowledge 
concerning the scientific approach 
to the problem of alcohol. Indi­ 
vidual and group counseling must 
be intensified on all levels of the 
public school. Potential alcholism, 
as well as other evils which lead 
to 
the 
distortion 
of 
personality, 
can be discovered in the young 
child; 
for exam ple, a feeling of 
not being wanted, slowness in be­ 
coming adjusted to school. If the 
teacher

It is be­ 
lieved that, once youth is prop­ 
erly informed, it will act sanely 
in the m a tte r of tem p erate living. 
The problem should be approach­ 
ed in the schools in such m anner 
as not to arouse antagonism or 
argum ent am ong any organization 
or groups who a re working for 
the w elfare and sobriety of people. 
It is hoped that all forces working 
for tem perance m a y join hands in

and 
m ethod 
to 
the end 
that a united attack m ay be made. 
The State D ep artm en t of E duca­ 
tion has considerable m aterial to 
assist schools in carrying out this 
progm ar. This m aterials is avail­ 
able at no cost and will be supplied 
on request. These include books,

and filmstrips. 
In almost every county there are 
available people who have studied 
tin* scientific approach to the al­ 
cohol problem in alcohol workshops 
at the various colleges. It is sug­ 
gested that each faculty devote at 
least one m eeting to a study of 
this problem so that all teachers 
m ay understand the correct ap­ 
proach that is being m ade where 
this problem is being dealt with.
